Sir: I submit the following report of the Judge Advocate QeuOTars 
D^artment for the year ended June 30, 1920: 

FUNCTIONS OP THE JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL'S DEPAirrMENT. 

The Judge Advocate General is the official legal adviset of tho 
Secretary of War, the Chief of Staff, the War Department and its 
several bureaus, and the entire Military Establishment. He advises 
concerning the legal correctness of all military administration, aU 
disciplii^ary action, and all matters affecting the rights and mutual 
relationship of the personnel of the Army. It is his duty to advise 
the Secretary of War and the Commander in Chief upon all legal 
questions arising in the course of military administration and whether 
military trials and other proceedings are lawfully conducted. 

The rights and obligations of every man in the Army, from pri-- 
vate to general, are well defined and established by laws enacted by 
Congress, or by the common law. Every offender against the 
military code is subject to trial by court-martial accordii^ to a 
defioite^ procediu'e prescribed by law. All this procedure is safe- 
guarded by la^, and no soldier x^an be punished except according to 
tl^j9fr4.W«i.§?^^^iices awarded by gene courts-martial are not

COMMISSIONED PERSONNEL. 

On July 1, 1919, the commissioned personnel of the Judge Advo- 
cate General's Department consisted of 373 officers. Of this number, 
those actuallj commissioned in the department comprised 1 major 
general, 2 brigadier generals, 21 colonels, 78 lieutenant colonels, 147 
majors, 42 captains, and 29 first lieutenants; total, 320; while those 
commissioned in other branches of the service and detailed to the 
department comprised 2 colonels, 1 lieutenant colonel, 7 majors, 20 
captains, 20 first lieutenants, and 3 second lieutenants; total, 53. 
These officers were distributed as follows: On duty in the Office of the 
Judge Advocate General, 167; on duty in other branches of the War 
Department at Washington (principally with claim adjustment 
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agencies). 48; on dut^^ in the Ofl5ce of the Acting Judge Advocate 
General for the American Expeditionary Forces in Europe, 21; on 
duty with the Army at large, 137. 

m At the close. of business on Jime 30, 1920, the commissiened p^- 
sonnel of the department consisted of 170 oflBcers, of whidi number 
those actually commissioned in the department comprised 1 major 
general, 13 colonels, 31 lieutenant colonels, 61 majors, 13 captains, 
and 4 first lieutenants; total, 123; while those commissioned in other 
branches of the service and detailed to the department comprised 

5 lieutenant colonels, 11 majors, IS captains, 10 nrst lieutenants; and 
3 second lieutenants; total, 47. lliese officers were distributed as 
follows: On duty in the Office of the Judge Advocate General, 81; 
on duty in other branches of the War Department at Washington 
(principally with claim adjustment agencies), 24; on duty with the 
Army at large, 65. 

ENLISTED PERSONNEL. 

The enlisted personnel provided for in Section 2 of the Selective 
Service Act of May 18, 1917, and in Section XII, General Order 27, 
War Department, 1918, as amended by Section IV, Generifl Order 
66, War Department, 1918, and Section IV, General Order 83, War 
Department, 1918, was maae up very largely of drafted men who were 
lawyws or court reporters in civil life. On Jime 30, 1920, all except 
five of these^men nad bea^ separated from the service and tiieir 
places filled by civilian employees. 

CIVIUAN PERSONNEL. 

The regular (statutory) roll of the Judge Advocate General's 
Department consists of 22 clerical and 4 subclerical positions. On 
July I, 1919, the additional roll consisted of 85 clerical and 18 sub- 
clerical positions. During the year inadequacy of appropriations has 
compelled a more rapid reduction in the civilian [)ersonnel than was 
warranted by any diminution in the current work of the department 
which has, in some measure at least, suffered in consequence. Thus, 
on June 30, 1920, the additional roll consisted of 26 clerical and 6 
subclerical positions; and on the same date the detailed roll consistied 
of 19 clerical positions and 1 subclerical position. 

GENERAL PLAN OP ORGANMAHON. . 

At the head of the department, and of its principal office, is the 
Judge Advocate General. Immediately subordinate to him is an 
officer designated as Assistant to the Judge Advocate General. This 
assistant cooperates with the Judge Advocate General in the per- 
formance of his duties as head of the department and, in his tempo- 
rary absence, becomes the Acting Judge Advocate General. 

ORGANIZATION OP THE OFPICE OP THE JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 

The office of the Judge Advocate General is divided into three 
main divisions, and those divisions are subdivided into sections, as 
follows:

MIUTART JUSTICE DIVISION, 

This division passes upon, in an advisory capacity, questions that 
arise in the administration of courts- martial, courts of inquiry, and 
military commissions. The more serious offenses committed by the 
officers and men comprising our Army and other persons subject to 
military law are tried bj general courts-martial in the United States, 
in our possessions, and m foreign countries, and the records of trial in 
all sucn cases are sent to this division for examination and review. 
There were, during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1920, more than 
6,000 such trials. They involve offenses against the State, such as 
murder, arson, robbery, burglary, larceny, bigamy, and other serious 
crimes, as well as purely military offenses in violation of the Articles 
of War. The duties of the division include such work as corresponds 
in general with that of State and Federal appellate courts in criminal 
cases. The division aims, by its recommendations, to safeguard 
every substantial right of the accused and to bring about a corrective 
discipline and punishment in the Army that shall^be at once just, 
swift, and uniform. 

To those ends and in order carefully and promptly* to review the 
large number of cases presented to it for consideration a staff of 
experienced officers has oeen assembled from lawyers of standing in 
the Army and in civil life. 

Chief of Division. — ^At the head of the division^is the Chief of 
Division, who is responsible for the proper performance of the im- 
portant duties pertaining to the division. 

Board of Review No. /.— -I'he Board of Review of the Military 
Justice Division is composed of three specially qualified oflBcers of 
the division, in addition to the Chief of Division who is ex officio 
a member of the board. The work of examining, modifying, and 
re^asing written reviews of general court-martial records and all 
other opinions prepared by the various sections or officers of the 
Military Justice Division devolves upon the Board of Review. In 
certain instances also the board itself prepares such reviews and 
opinions. The members of the board also act generally as advisers 
to the Judge Advocate General in matters relating to the admin- 
istration of military justice. 
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The division is divided into sections as follows: 

Section No. /. Oapitly Dismisml, and Penitentianj Cases. — This 
section formally reviews in writing the records of trial in all cases in 
which the sentence adjudged includes the death penaltv, the dis- 
missal of an officer, or confinement in a penitentiary, llecords of 
trials of officers who receive less punishment than a sentence to 
dismissal, and of those who are acquitted are examined in this 
section. 

Section No. 2. Disciplinary Birraclcs Cises. — ^ThLs section reviews 
records of trials in which the sentences include dishonorable dis- 
charge, whether or not suspended, and also records of trials of general 
prisoners confined in the disciplinary barracks, except those in which 
sentences to confinement in a penitentiary are adjudged. 

Section No. S. lietiined in Scnnce (7 v?/'i.— This section reviews the 
records of trials by general courts-martial in all cases except those 
reviewed in other sections of the Military Justice Division. 

Section A'o. 4* Olemenq/ and Restor tion. — ^This section considers 
from the standi)oint of clemency the cases of men convicted bv general 
courts-martial and sentenced to confinement in disciplinarj l)arracks 
and penitentiaries, and, in all proper cases, recommends the extension 
of clemency, including the restoration to duty of men sentenced to 
dishonorable discharge. Mitigating circumstances attending the 
commission of the ofi*ense, good conduct of the prisoner prior and 
subsequent to tne ofl'ense, his prior civil and military record, mental 
and physical deficiency, and dependency of family or relatives, are 
among the more frequent grounds for clemency. 

Jn February, 1919, there was created in the Office of the Judge 
Advocate General a special clemency board. This board, without 
application therefor, considered, from the standpoint of clemency, 
the more serious cases involving confinement in disciplinary barracks 
and penitentiaries, while the less serious cases were given the same 
consideration bv the same agency, or by the Clemency and Restora- 
tion Section. The work of these two agencies was coordinated, and 
all war-period cases were reviewed for clemency at least once. On 
September 2, 1919, the work of these agencies was consolidated, and 
the functions and work of both were assumed and continued by the 
clemency and restoration section. 

A statement showing the results of recommendations made by 
clemency agencies in the Office of the Judge Advocate General during 
the period from February 2.", 1919, to June 80, 1920, inclusive, is 
contained in Table XXV of the Statistical Appendix hereto attached. 
The results shown by that table do not imply that the sentences 
involved were generally considered to have been too severe when 
adjudged, but that the return of conditions approximating those of 
peace made possible an amelioration of the rigors of pmiishment 
required in war time, and that the reformatory effect of the confine- 
ment served seemed to warrant reduction. 

Section No. 5. Miscelhneoiis M tterfi. — ^This section prepares 
opinions on points of law and procedure which arise in the admimstra- 
tion of military justice, and examines the papers incident to, makes 
recommendation concerning, and prepares charges against offenders' 
in special cases. This section also considers legal questions raised 
by complaints concerning the administration of military justice in 
particular cases. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE LAW DIVISION. 

This division is charged with the duty of preparing opinions on all 
legal (questions referred to the office, except those connected with the 
aaministration of military justice. The work of the division consists 
primarily of (a) that incident to passing upon the rights and relations 
t>liat exist between the Government, on the one hand, and officers 
£Lnd soldiers, on the other hand, and upon those that exist between 
t>"he latter inter sese; and (b) that incident to passing upon the rights 
and relations that exist between the War Department and the Army 
and its members, on the one hand, and governments and the agencies 
of governments, other than the United States Government, and pri- 
vate individuals and private concerns, on the other hand. During 
the fiscal year ended Jime. 30, 1920, more than 8,000 papers, mainly 
legal opinions, were prepared by this division. 

Chief oj Division.— At the head of the division is the Chief of 
Division, who is responsible for the proper performance of the com- 
prehensive duties pertaining to the division. 

Board oj Revitw No. IL — The Board of Review of the Administra- 
tive Law Division is com})Osed of three capable and experienced 
ofBicers on duty in the division. As in the Military Justice Division, 
the coordinating efforts of the Board of Review and the Chief of 
Division are necessary in order that the work of the various sections 
of the division, which cover an extraordinarily vride range, may result 
in a consistent and harmonious body of opinions. 

Section No. 6. Contracts and Ohims.— The work of this section has 
embraced, in general, questions arising in connection with the making 
of contracts for military supplies and their execution; (][uestions 
pertaitting to claims botH for and against the Government, including 
those arising out of damage to private property by troops, and of 
damage to Government property; all questions in which ;)ay or allow- 
ances to either the military or civilian personnel is involved , retirements, 
discharges, leaves of absence, travel allowances, quarters, heat and 
light; dl questions concerning the a{>plicability of appropriations; 
questions pertaining to operations of Go/ernment agencies, such as 
post exchanges, company funds, etc., and questions arising out of 
the relations with the niilitary forces of the Red Cross, the Young 
Men's Christian Association, and other similar institutions. ^ n short, 
this section handles the many questions conung before this office 
arising out of contract, tort, and the exercise of authority conferred 
by the emergencv legislation for the acquisition of supplies and real 
property required for the various purposes of the War Department 
and the Army; questions relative to the pay of the Array and the 
expenditure of appropriations in general; and questions concerning 
property responsibilitv. 

Section No. 7. Military Affairs, — ^This section passes upon all ques- 
tions concerning persons in the military service, and other related 
matters. There are included questions of military status, appoint- 
ment, rank, promotion, assignment, questions pertaining to command, 
wearing of uniform, badges, ribbons, and many other subjects of a 
general character . 

Section No. 8. Statutory Construction and Legislative Drafting. — This 
section prepares opinions upon questions involving the construction 
of statutes, army regulations and orders; when so dkected, drafts 
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bills which the War Department desires to transmit to the Congress 
for its consideration, and such new or amended army regulations and 
orders as involve technical legal consideration; collaborates with 
other branches of the War Department in the study of proposed 
legislation and proposed changes in army r^ulations ana orders: 
studies pending bills which are referred by the various committees of 
the Congress to the War Department for an expression of its views; 
and prepares responses to calls made by Members of Congress upon 
the efudge Advocate General for information with respect to statutes 
affecting the War Department and the Army and for aid in the drafting 
of legislative projects. 

Section No. 9. Reservations and Titles. — This section considers all 
questions of title and jurisdiction arising in connection with lands 
held by the Government for military purposes; prepares leases and 
licenses and other instruments affectmg those lands; and, during the 
war period, has examined abstracts and approved the titles to lands 
acquired under the several suspensions and provisions of Section 355 
of the Revised Statutes. 

Section No. 10. OivU Affairs. — ^This section considers and reports 
itpon the legal questions submitted by the Bureau of Insidar Affairs; 
those arising imder the civil administration of the War Department, 
including river and harbor administration; prepares and argues cer- 
tain insmar cases in which the interests of the Government or the 
insular possessions are involved; and assists the Department of 
Justice in the conduct of litigation in which the War Department is 
interested, or in which the official acts of members of the Military 
Establishment are brought into question in the civil com-ts. To this 
section also are referred all questions of constitutional and inter- 
national law. 

Section No. 11. Admiralty and Maritime Affairs. — ^This section 
considers and reports upon questions relating to vessels and vessel 
property, such as collisions, stranding, breakdowns, salvage, seamen's 
wages, towage, pilotage, cargo damages, wharfage, general average, 
marine insurance, seizure of vessels under orders of courts, inter- 
pretation and construction of charter parties, bills of lading and other 
contracts of carriage of goods by sea, stevedoring contracts, contracts 
for repairs to vessds, etc. ; and questions arising with reference to the 
surveying and inspection of vessels preparatory to their turnback to 
owners, charter to the War Department, or under United States 
Shipping Board requisition charter, and with reference to the amount 
of compensation to be paid to the owners for reconditioning, damages, 
and detention. 

EXECUTIVE DIVISION 

This division has immediate charge of all matters involving internal 
office administration, and is charged also with the duty of mamtaining 
contact with the various biu-eaus and services of the War Department, 
to the end that the business of the office may be transacted as ex- 
peditiously as practicable. 

Chief ojDimsion. — ^At the head of the division is the Chief of Divi- 
sion, who is responsible for the proper performance of the duties per- 
taining to the division. 

Section No. 12. Personnel^ Records, Property, and Bonds. — This sec- 
tion keeps the personal records of all officers and enlisted men of the 
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department; has custody of the records and property of the office: 
receives, classifies^ and mstributes incoming matter, and records ana 
forwards outgoing matter; examines and passes upon the legal 
sufficiency of contract bonds, official bonds of officers and agents, 
bonds of educational institutions, etc. During the fiscal year the 
monthly average of bonds examined and approved was 328, or a total 
of 3.938 bonds during the year. A complete ffle of powers of attorney, 
evidencing the authority of officers and agents oi surety companies 
to execute bonds on dieu* behalf, is kept on file in this section. 

Section No. IS, StoMsticdl. — ^The work of this section consists of 
the collection, compilation, and analysis in clear and convenient form 
of data from the records of all cases tried by general courts-martial. 
The data and tables thus compiled from the records of cases tried 
during the past year give a complete view of tiie classes of crime 
existing in the Army, as well as the results of trids and the nature 
aiid extent of the punishments adjudged by the courts, recommenda- 
tions of the Judge Advocate General, the action of reviewing au- 
thorities, and of me Secretary of War and the President, if any^ and 
the nature and extent of the pimishment finally administered m all 
such cases. Tlus data fm-nishes a i>ractical basis for equalling, as 
nearly as possible, the punishments imposed in the various jtuisdic- 
tions, and for keeping the administration of military justice in har- 
mony with modern thought. 

Section No. H. Library and Pyhlications. — ^During the year this 
section prepared and published the following:

(c) Opinions of the Judge Advocate General from April 1, 1917, to December 31, 
19i7, with index.

On June 30, 1920, the library of the Judge Advocate General's 
Department contained about 15,300 volumes. Among the more 
valuable accessions during the year were the following:

THE OFnCE OF THE ACTING JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL IN EUROPR 



The initial jurisdiction and purpose of the estaHishment of this 
office was to examine and review the records of trial of all general 
courts-martial in which a sentence of death, dismissal or disnonor- 
aHe discharge was adjudged, and also the records of trial of all 
military^ commissions originating in the American Expeditionary 
Forces, in order that such records as were foimd to be incomplete 
should be returned to the proper conunanding officers, and the 
proper officers advised of any defeats or irregmarities which ren- 
dered the findings or sentences invalid or void, in whole or in part. 
The office was established so as to insure as little delay as possible 
in the execution of military sentences. 

A full history of the establishment, fimctions, and activity of 
that office during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1919, appears on 
pages 10, 11, and 12 of the Annual Report of tne Judge Advocate 
General for 1919. 

The office continued in operation until October 6, 1919. upon 
which date it was closed, pursuant to instructions issued oy the 
War Department. 

On Jiily 1, 1919, the personnel of the Office of the Acting Judge 
Advocate General in Europe consisted of 21 officers, 12 army field 
clerks, and 15 enlisted men. On October 6, 1919, its personnel had 
been reduced to 9 officers, 6 army field clerks, and 4 enlisted men. 

INSTRUCTIONS ISSUED, UPON THE RECOMMENDATION OP THE JtJDGE 
ADVOCATE GENERAL, TO OPFICERS EXERCISING GENERAL COURT- 
MARTIAL JUMSWCTION. 

Upon the recommendation of the Judge Advocate General the 
Secretary of War, on January 22, 1919, caused the following telegram 
to be sent to all officers exercising general court-martial jurisdiction 
within the territorial limits of the United States: 

** In view of the cessation of hostilities and the re-establishraent of conditions ap- 
proximating those of peace within the territorial limits of the United States, tne 
propriety of observing limitations upon the punishing powers of courts-martiiEd as 
established by Executive Order of December 15, 1916, is obvious. Where in excep- 
tional cases a coiu*t-martial adjudges and the reviewing authority approves punisn- 
ments in excess of the limits prescribed in said Executive Order, the reasons for so 
doing will be made a matter of record. Trial by general court-martial within 
the territorial limits stated will be ordered only when the punishment that might 
be imposed by a special or summarv court or by the commanding officer under the 
provisions of the one hundred fourth article of war would be under all the circum- 
stances of the case clearly inadequate." 

On August 13, 1919, upon the recommendation of the Acting 
Judge Advocate General, the following telegram was addressed by 
The Adjutant General of the Army, by dire3tion of the President, to 
all officers exercising general court-martial jurisdiction, except the 
commanding officer of the American Expeditionary Forces in Europe, 
the commanding officer of the American Expeditionary Forces in 
Siberia, and the commanding officer of the China Expedition: 

"In view of the re establishment of conditions approximating those of peace, the 
President directs the observance of the following instructions throughout your 
command: 

"First. Unless the approval of the Secretary of War be first obtained, no person not 
subject to military law m time of peace, no former member of the Military Establish- 
ment charged with fraud against the Government in violation of the ninety-fourth 
article of war, and no person charged with murder or rape in violation of the ninety- 
second article of war, will be brought to trial before a court-martial or military 
commission. 
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"Second. In all cases included within the terms of the preceding item, a report 
of thQ facts and of the available evidence, accompanied by pertinent documentary 
evidence, will be transmitted to The Adjutant General, with appropriate recommenda- 
tions, for consideration by the Secretary of War. 

"Third. In approvinj? sentences adjuds^ed bv sreneral, special, and summary courts- 
martial, reviewing authorities will observe strictly the limits of punishment pre- 
scribed by the Executive Order of December 15, 1916." 

On the same date (August 13, 1919), upon the recommendation of 
the Acting Judge Advocate General, the following tolos:ram was sent 
bv the War Department to the commanding officer of the American 
Expeditionary Forces in Europe, the commandins: officer of the 
American ExT>editionary Force in Siberia, and the commanding 
officer of the China Expedition: 

"In view of the re-establishment of conditions approximating those of peace, the 
President directs that reviewing authorities thro^ ghout yo^ r command observe 
strictly the limits of punishment prescribed by the Executive Order of December 15, 
1916, unless in exceptional cases the co- rt-martial shall adji clge and the reviewing 
authority approve punishment within statutory limits, but in excess of the limits 
prescribed in said Executive Order, and the reasons for approving sixh sentence are 
made of record by the reviewing authority." 

CHANGES IN REGULATIONS INTENDED TO IMPROVE THE ADMINIS- 
TRATION OF MILITARY JUSTICE. 

Early in April, 1919, the Judge Advocate General's (Office prepared 
and submitted to the Secretary of War pro()osed drafts of general 
orders and changes in the Manual for Courts-Martial designed to 
carry into effect the following purposes: 

(a) To prevent the return to a court-martial of a record of trial for reconsideration 
of an acquittal. 

(6) To prevent courts, at proceedings in revision, from increasing in severity sen- 
tencesprevio' sly adjudged by them. 

(c) To provide for greater cara in the preliminary investigation of charges. 
^ (a) To enccrage the use of the power of commanding officers to administer dis- 
ciplinary punishment imder the one hundred and fourth article of war in preference 
to resort to courts-martial. 

(c) To encourage the reference of cases to inferior courts rather than to general 
co-irts-martial. 

(J) To definitely require (what had theratofore been the is'al practice) the reference 
of chaises to a staff judge advocate before referring them to a general court-martial 
for trial. 

(g) To definitely require the reference of records of trials by general courts-martial 
to a staff judge advocate for advice, before action thereon by a reviewing authority. 

After having been considered by the General Staff, the Chief of 
Staff , and the Secretary of War, these recommendations were embodied 
in substance in G. (). 88, W. D., 1919, and C. M. C. M. No. 5, July 14, 
1919. 

REVISION OP THE ARTICLES OF WAR. 

During the early part of the year 11)19, several proposed revisions 
of the Ajticles of War were introduced in both Houses of the Sixty- 
fifth Conorress 0*^rd sess.), and referred to the Military Affairs Com- 
mittees of the Senate and the House of Representatives, respectively, 
and during the month of February, 1919, hearings were held by the 
Senate Committee on Militarv Affairs upon a bill providing for 
amendments to the Articles of vA^ar, which had been introduced in 
the Senate by the chairman of that committee. However, no bill 
was reported to either the Senate or the House of Representatives 
during that session of the Congress. 
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Beginning early in the year 1919, the most careful consideration 
and study was ^yen to our s)rstem of court-martial [irocedure, with 
a view to its revision and improvement in the light of the experiences 
of the World War. This consideration and study was carried on by 
the War Department, through a special board of investigation; by 
the Office of the Judge Advocate General; and by a committee of 
civilian lawyers appointed by the President of the American Bar 
Association. 

The first session of the Sixty-sixth Congress b^an on May 19, 
1919, and several proposed revisions of the Articles of War 'were 
introduced in both Ilouses of the Congress at that session, and referred 
to the Military Affairs Committees of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, respectively. 

A subcommittee of tKe Senate Committee on Military Affairs held 
very extensive hearings on one of the bills, and went into the subject 
very fully. Resides the views of a large number of well-informed 
witnesses, there were presented, for the consideration of the sub- 
committee, the results of the studies referred to above. 

At the conclusion of those hearings, u])on th^ invitation of the 
subconimittee of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, a bill 
providing for a revision of the Articles of War was prepared and sub- 
mitted to the subcommittee by the Judge Advocate General. 

That revision, with a few changes, was adopted by both the sub- 
committee and the full Committee on Military Affairs of the Senate, 
and by the Committee on Military Affairs of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, was favorably reported to both Houses of the Congress 
bv those committees, and subsequentlv was enacted into law as 
Chapter 2 of the Army Reorganization Act of June 4, 1920. 

The salient features of the revision are as follows: 

1. Enlbted men are placed on a parity with officers in respect of the right to pref^ 
charges against persons in the military service; but all charges must be verified by 
affidavit. (A. W. 70.) 

2. The preliminary investigation of charges is made more strict than in the former 
code; particularly by the new requirement that, at the preliminary investigation, 
full opportunity shall be given to the accused to cross-examine witnesses who appear 
against him, if they are available. (A. W. 70.) 

3. The present rej?ulation (C. M. C. M. No. 5, July 14, 1919, par. 76a), which requires 
that, before directing the trial of a case by general court-martial, the convening 
authority shall refer the charges presented to iiis staff judge advocate for consi(kAntion 
and advice, is made mandatory oy statute. (A. W. 70. par. S.) 

4. Unnecessary delay on the part of an officer in investigating charges or carrying a 
case to a final conclusion is made an offense punishable by trial by court-martutl. 
(A. W. 70.) 

5. Resort to arrest instead of confinement pending trial in the cases of enlisted men 
charged with minor offenses is prescribed instead of merely being authorized. This 
places enUsted men upon the same footing as officers in respect of such offenses. 
(A. W. 69.) 

6. Resort to the power of commanding officers to administer disciplinary punish- 
ment under the one hundred and fourth article of war, in preference to resort to 
courts-martial, is encouraged. 

7. The appointment by the convening authority of defense counsel, and one or 
more assistants, in the same manner in which trial judge advocates and their assistants 
are appointed is made mandatory by statute. This places the defense upon the same 
footing as the prosecution before the court, bat does not prevent the man tried from 
being represented by his own counsel, if he so desires. (A. W. 11, 17.) 

8. A "law member" is provided for every general court-martial (A. W. 8, par. 2), 
with power to rule upon all interlocutory questions, except challenges, subject (except 
as to rulings on the admissibility of evidence) to an appeal to the court itself. (A. W. 
31.) 

9. The requirement (which heretofore has existed by regulation) that every record 
of trial by a general court-martial or military commission shall be referred to a staff 
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judge advocate or to the Judge Advocate General for advice before action thereon 
by file reviewing or confirming authority is made mandatory by statute. (A . W. 46.) 

10. The words, **in time of peace," are eliminated from the forty-fifth article of 
war, thus enablin|r the President to fix the maximum limits of punishment in time 
of war, as well as m time of peace. • 

11. The prohibition (whicn heretofore has existed by regulation), acainst (a), the 
reconsideration by a court, at proceedings in revision, of an acquittal; a finding ci 
not guilty of any specification; or a finding of not guilty of any charge, unless the 
record shows a finding of guilty under a specification laid under that clmige, which 
sufficiently alleges a viol^tioja of some article of ww; and (6), the adjudication by a 
court, at proceedings in revision, of a sentence more severe than that previovsly 
adjudged by it (unless the sentence previously adjudged was less than the mandatory 
sentence fixed by law for the offense or offenses upon which a conviction was had), 
is made mandatory by statute. (A. W. 40.) 

12. Provision is made for a new trial in proper cases. (A. W. 40, 47, 49, 50 J.) 

13. A unanimous vote of the members of the court for death sentences, a vote of 
three-fourtiis of the members of the court for sentences involving confinement for 
life or for more than 10 years, and a vote of two-thirds of the members of the court 
for all other sentences is required. (A. W. 43.) 

14. Provision is made for a system of appellate review for all general court-martial 
cases. (A.W. 50J.) 

15. Provision is made for greater flexibility in the suspension of sentences. (A. W. 
62.) 

Other changes in the interest of better administration and greater 
flexibility which may be mentioned are: An amendment to Articles 
of War 5 and 6, removing the maximum limit as to the number of 
members for genei:al and special courts-martial; a change in Article 
of War 18 which allows eacn side one peremptory challenge (the law 
member of the court not being subject to challenge, except for 
cause); and a change in nomenclature from ''judge advocate'' to 
"trial judge advocate," to avoid possible confusion with the staff 
judfee advocate. 

With the exception of Articles 2, 23, and 45, which took effect 
on Jime 4, 1920, tne date on which the act was approved, the revision 
will go into effect on February 4, 1921. The provisions of the act 
whicn have already become enective are as follows: 

Article 2, "Persons subject to military law, " is amended so as to include members 
of the Army Nurse Corps, warrant officers, Army field clerks, and field clerks Quarter- 
master Corps. 

Article 23, "Refusal to appear and testify, " is amended so as to provide that every 
person not subject to military law, who before any court-martial, military tribunal, 
or military board, or in connection with, or in relation to any proceedings or investiga- 
tion before it, is guilty of any of the acts made punishable as offenses against puWic 
justice by any provision of Chapter 6 of the Act of March 4, 1909 (35 Stat. 1088-— com- 
monly known as the Federal Penal Code), or any amendment thereof, shall be punished 
as provided therein. 

Article 45, "Maximum limits" (of punishment), is amended so as to enable the 
President to prescribe the maximum limits of punishment for trials by courts-martial 
in time of war, as well as in time of peace. 

REVISION OF MANUAL FOR COURTS-MARTIAL. 

The revision of the Manual for Courts-Martial made necessary by 
the changes in the Articles of War accomplished by the Act of Jime 4. 

1920, was begun under my direction immediately upon the passage oi 
that act. The plan is to complete this work in time to permit the 
revised Manual to be distributed to the service before February 4, 

1921, the date upon which the new code goes into effect.

JUDGJS ADVOCATE GENERAL OF THE ARMY, 1920. 



Purpose. — ^This appendix purports to analyze the criminal statistics 
in the Army of the United States, in this country and abroad, from 
Jiily 1, 1919, to June 30, 1920. as shown by records of all trials by 
general courts-martial received in the Office of the Judge Advocate 
General during that period. 

The tables are not a mere accumulation of totals, but are the result 
of a preconceived plan of preparing information in such form as to 
furnish a basis for constructive criticism looking toward improvement 
in the administration of military justice. In addition to serving this 
purpose, thev should prove of value from an historical standpoint. 

Scope. — The statistics cover all oflFenses committed by officers, 
enlisted men, general prisoners, and others subject to military law. 
which resulted in trials by general court-martial. 

Ta>^les I to XXIII, incl isive relate to cases tried by general courts- 
martial. In brief, the data contained in these tables covers an analysis 
of the following general subjects: 

Total number tried, five tables (I, II, III, IV, V). 

Trials of officers, three tables (VI, VII. VIII). 

Delajrs in trials, three tables (IX, X, XI). 

Desertion, four tables (XII. XIII, XIV, XV). 

Offenses charged, three tables (XVI, XVII, XVIII). 

Sentences imposed (including an analysis of the three elements of 
the sentence: The dishonorable discharge the confinement, and the 
forfeiture), four tables, (XIX, XX XXf, XXII). 

Miscellaneous data, one table (XXIII). 

Table XXIV relates to cases tried by snecial and summary courts- 
martial, while Table XXV shows the results of clemency recommenda- 
tions made by the Office of the Judge Advocate General, February, 
1919, to June 30, 1920. 

Note.— The cases are entered in Tables I to XXIIT, inclusive, according to the 
dates on which the records were received in the Office of the Judge Advocate General, 
and not the dates on which the trials were held. 

STATISTICAL SUMMARY. 

(a) The total number of persons tried by general courts-martial 
during the year was 6,769, of which 5,944, or 87.81 per cent, were 
convisted, and 825, or 12.19 per cent, acquitted.

The confinement in the remaining 572 cases was either disapproved 
or remitted by the reviewing authority, bv the Commanding General, 
American Expeditionary Forces, or by tne President. 

(Jc) Forfeitures adjudged and other miscellaneous general court- 
martial data. — Forfeitures: Five thousand three hundred and three 
forfeitures were imposed by sentences of general courts-martial, of 
which 4.864, or 91.72 per cent, were ordered executed. Findings 
wholly disapproved: Four hundred and fifty-one findings, or about 
6.66 per cent of the total number of findings, were wholly disapproved. 
Sentences mitigated: One thousand five nundred and one, or 25.25 
per cent of the total number of sentences adjudged were mitigated 
by the reviewing authority. 

(I) Death sentences. — From July 1, 1919, to June 30, 1920, the 
death penalty was adjudged in 32 cases for the following-named 
offenses, either alone or in conjunction with other offenses: Murder, 
12; rape, 11; misbehavior before the enemy, 8; being a spy, 1. Of 
these, 12 were disapproved, and 19 were mitigated to dishonorable 
discharge and confinement for various periods ranging from life to 
five years. The remaining case had not been passed upon finalljr at 
the time of the compilation of this report. In no case was a capital 
sentence carried into execution. 

(m) I/fe sentences. — During the fiscal year confinement for life was 
adjudged in 42 cases for the following-named offenses: Assault with 
intent to commit rape, 1; desertion, 1; manslaughter, 3; misbehavior 
before the enemy, 1; murder, 23; rape, 13. Of these, 31 were ap- 
proved for offenses as follows: Assault with intent to commit rape, 1 ; 
manslaughter, 1; murder, 20; rape, 9; 2 were disapproved, and 8 were 
mitigated to confinement for periods ranging from 6 months to 20 
years. In one case final action had not been taken at the time this 
report was comoiled. 

(n) Average duration of general court-martial proceedings, — The av- 
erage number of days intervening between the arrest or confinement 
of the accused and the final action of the reviewing authority in 
general court-martial proceedings increased from 59.61 days for the 
last fiscal year to 64.40 days, of which 42.87 days intervened between 
the ori^nal arrest or confinement of the accused and his trial, and 
21.53 days intervened between the trial and the final action of the 
reviewing authority. This data is made up from a total of 5,4.73 
cases in which the period could be determined.
